Guiteau’s Last Chance Gone. 
Special to the Post-Dispaten. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—The Cabi- 
net has refused to grant a reprieve to 
Guiteau. 

STRICT CONFINEMENT. * 

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The Cabinet has 
decided not to interfere with the sentence of 
Guiteau, and Attorney-General this morn- 
ing instructed the Marshal of the District and 
the Warden of the Jail to keep the prisoner 
in strict confinement and allow no one to see 
him except his spiritual advisers, his physi- 
cian and officers of the jail. 

GUITEAU TO ARTHUR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—The At- 
torney General, to whom all appeals and pe- 
titions presented to the President bearing on 
the Guiteau case had been referred, su omit- 
ted an elaborate report to the Cabinet last 
evening reviewing all the points presented in 
favor ofa respite and recommending it be 
not granted on the ground that the sanity of 
the prisoner had been fully estabiished at the 


trial. The report was generally discussed 
and unanimously approved by the 
Cabinet, all the members of which 
were present. An understanding was 
reached that nothing should be disclosed as 
to the decision of the Cabinet until after it 
should be known tothe prisoner. Rey. Mr. 
Hicks called upon the Attorney-General this 
morning by appointment and was informed 
the Cabinet had decided not to interfere 
with the execution of Guiteau’s sentence. 
Hicks thereupon drove to the district jail 
and informed Guiteau of the decision. Gui- 
teau has sent the following message to his 
spiritual adviser: Rev. Ar. icks, you 
see Arthur and shake your ust ia his face. 
Tell him I made him President by my inspi- 
ration and he must give me an unconditional 
pardon, and if he does not God Aimighty 
will blast him forever.. I tell you, Brother 
Hicks, Iam God’s man, and God takes care 
of his own.” . 

Friends of the convicted man still profess 
hope. Reed says he does not despair, and he 
will make another appeal totne President at 
the earliest opportunity. Dr. Beard left here 
for New York last evening, but is expected to 
return.

The opening day of the regatta was as suc-, 
cessful as the management could wish. In 
many ways it wasa credit to all who had 
control of it. The arrangements were perfect, 
the crews were all on time, 
there was no unnecessary delay between the 
different events. and the decisions were all 
so fair that there was not the slightest cause 
for complaint by anybody. There are sev- 
eral things which combine to lessen the suc- 
cess of the regatta at Creve Cwur. In ihe 
first place the opportunities for seeing the 
races were poor, as far as the general public 
was concerned. Ali that the occupiers of the 
grand stand ean do is to watch the start, see 
the crews pull out about half the first mile 
and then all becomes doubt and the crowd 
have to wait. The shelis become mere specks 
on the water,and long before the turn around 
the flags at the end of the first mile is 
reached, the struggling oarsmen become in- 
visible and even the judges are unable to tell 
what stroke the men are pulling, or any of 
the minutie of the race. Of courge 
the remedy for this is a moving grand stand, 
which 1s the latest improvement in rowing 
courses, and which could not yet be expected 
at Creve Cœur. But, all the same, the public 
cannot be expected to find much pleasure in 
a race two-thirds ot which is practically in- 
invisible to them. The judges’ stand, from 
which the races were timed and decided 
yesterday is a bad place for the purpose. In 
the junior single sculls the judges did not 
know that Hughes had not turned the 
flag until it was reported to them afterward. 
lt was the opinion of more than one of the 
men who acted as judges and timers yester- 
day that the rowers shouid be followed in a 
boat, as from the stand it is impossible to be 
sure about every detail.

I, f do solemnly awear that I am a cit- 
izen. of the United States and of the State of 
Missouri; that I will faithfully support the 
Constitution of the United States and of the 
State of Missouri; that I have never been 
convicted of a felony; that I have no physical 
or mental disability or habit that would dis- 
qualify me from properly performing the du- 
ties Of a policeman, that I will to the best of | 
my skill and ability, diligentiv and faithfully, 
without partiality or prejudice, discharge 
my duties asa policeman according to the 
Constitution and laws of this 
State and the laws and ordinances of the city 
of St. Louis, and will strictly obey all the 
lawful orders and rules of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, the Chief or any officer placed 
by them in authority over me; that I wii! 
demean myself in office with courteous re- 
spect towards each and all members of the 
police force, and that I will not violate my 
office as policeman or Cease to perform the 
duties of the same until discharged, or my 
resignation accepted by the Board of Polics 
Commissioners, so help me God. : 


THE RECORD

Mr. Charles Simmons’ Curious, Story 
From the Rochester (N. I.) Herala, 

Charles Simmons, of No. 28 Piymouth ave- 
nue, has lived since infancy in Rochester, and 
is now 50 years of age, with a wife and chil- 
dren. He says that he was born in Albion 
and stolen from his mother when but a few 
weeks old. Takento Rochester he grew up 
in ignorance of the fate of his mother, and 
for many years in vain tried to find trace of 
her. Last winter he ascertained that she died“ 
at Albany nearly four years ago and was bas- 
tily buried. He learned further that his 
father died in this city less than a year after 
his abduction, and that his mother remarried 
some time afterward. There 
were children by this second 
marriage but none of them survive. 
A son entered the army and lost his life in 
the service. Yesterday Mr. Simmons visited 
Albion in company with Dr. Fenno and Wm. 
H. Whiting. In their presence and in the 

resence of other witnesses, including Miss 
2 W. Foster, Mrs. Brink. and Mrs. Rey - 
nolds, the body of Mr. Simmons“ mother was 
exhumed and the physician examined it. It 
had been enclosed in a rude coffin and buried 
in garments of the poorest material. These 
circumstances tended to strengthen suspicion 
raised by the hasty bumal, which Mr. Sim 
mons says took place a few hours after death. 
The remains were placed in a new coffiu and 
reinterred. Mr. Simmons hints that his own 
abduction, together with the treatment re- 
ceived by his mother, were parts of a plan to 
secure property valued at nearly $100,000. It 
is intimated he will soon bring action to make 
good the claims established by the discover - 
ies of the last few months.

An Elegant Crop Expected — Malaga’s 
Industry. 

Adolfo Garet, from Malaga, Italy, regis- 
tered this morning at the Southern. During 
the day he was met by a reporter of the 
Posr-Disrarcn, who inquired: 

“Mr. Garet, what are the prospects for this 
season’s crop of Malaga grapes?’’ 


It is rather early to predict the nature of 
the crop, becatise our grapes seldom ripen 
and cannot be gathered before September. ’ 

„What is the general outlook?’ 

80 far as can be judged from the present, 
it is excellent. Thus far nothing has interfer- 
ed with the growth or yield, and our expecta- 
tions for this fall are very great.? 

„How was the crop of last year?” ' 

“Unusually short. This was occasioned 
by heavy rains and invasions by the grape 
worm, which greatly reduced the crop.“ 

„Does Malaga have any other industry?” 

„Nane that can be estimated or mentioned. 
Those of our people not engaged in raising 
grapes or making wines do à little fish- 
ing, but aside from this interest 
we depend entirely upon our grape and 
wins culture. The city of Malaga itself isa 
beautiful place, but it has made no effort to- 
wards development, pieferring rather to hold 
Its regular population. It is a beautiful local- 
ity, and dissipation is generally unknown.“

and speaks Eaglish fluentiy.

A PRISONER’S PETS. 


— 


How Allen Hickerson, the Insane 
Murderer, Amuses Himself 


r 
n. 


With Mice, Roaches and English Spar- 
rows—His Transfer to the 
Asylum. 


To-day Jaſler Ryan, on an order issued 


from the Criminal Court, surrendered the 


imprisoned murde er, Alien Hickerson, to 
the police. One night last winter, while 
drinking with some friends in a saloon at the 
northeast corner of Seventh and Pine streets, 
Hickerson was seized with a delusion 
that they were designing to murder 
him, and he immediately drew a revolver, 


which he flourished in the air for a few mo- 
ments and then leveled at his friends. Geo. 
Briggs ran into an adjoining room, but was 
followed and fatally shot by Hickerson, who 
injured another man seriously before he was 
arrested. He was evidently laboring under 
an aberration ofthe mind, but was committed 
to jail, where he was known as 
THE CRANK.’ 

Hickerson did not seek the com- 
panſonship of the other prisoners at 
any time, but a few weeks later be 
lived like a hermit as far as his surroundings 
and situation in them would permit. He had 
not been seen on the floor at the hours given 
for exercise for several days before the guards 
determined to investigate the cause of his 
close confinement to his cell. Hickereon had 
caught a mouse in his cell and undertaken the 
difficult task of training the littie rodent into 
submission and the enjoyment of hunian 
companionship. The work was tedious at 
first. The little prisoner was tied to 
the cot with a string, and after 
it was tamed the owner released it, and fre- 
quently left it alone in the cell, returning at 
noon to give it its regular rations of bull's 
neck,” “duffer’’? and soup. At night it slept 
under his pillow, and frequently during the 
exercise hours he carried his pet through the 
jailin his armpit or bosom. While chastising 
it one day he tied it to a large cake of castile 
soap, on which the mouse, prob- 
ably mistaking it for the whole- 
some bologna sausage,dined sumptuously and 
died a few minutes later. Hickerson moaned 
piteously and paced the tiles alone, now and 
then confiding his sorrow to some intimate 
friend who sympathized with the man. He 
thought long how to replace his lost pet and 
a determined to settle his affections on 
the 
JAIL COCKROACHES, 
and attempted to make companions of them. 
Anyone who has not spent the quiet 
hours of a night in. a large 
jail or calaboose bas not had a fair opportun- 
ity to study this species of insect. It is en- 
tirely different from those which can be 
found inany well-reguiated kitchen. The 
average size of a jail roach is one and one-half 
inches long and one and one-half ounces 
heavy. Under their turtle-like sheil they fold 
apair of wings that would do credit to a 
small bird. For two days Hickerson 
busied himself exploring the nooks and 
corners of the jail and vacant cells 
in search of roaches. Near the library on the 
north side of the street he had deposiieda 
paste-board box, in wnich he imprisoned the 
insects as he captured them. After some 
davs he took the top off of the box and re- 
leased all the roaches and resumed his mel- 
ancholy habits again. A few days ago an 
English sparrow flew into the jail through 
the rotunda from the nests in the cornice- 
work, and built a bed on one of the 
iron girders. The example was followed by 
others until the birds pe: ched along the irons 
in crowds. Daily Hickerson stood watching 
the little songsters from the floor of the jail. 
— day one of them darted from the girder 
an |

in murderers’ row through the wicket 
through which meals and messages 
are passed. He captured and 
nursed it with care and set 
about building a cage at once. From the 
guards he received the top and bottom of an 
old soap box with which he made the roof 
and floor ofa bird palace. The side he built 
by twisting white paper into celumns, past- 
ing them to the roof and floor with soap, 
leaving a neat little dor. In a few 
days 4 second and a third 
bird came to keep the others 
company until the cage filled, and Hickerson 
is now in Hs glory, soon to be robbed of his 
happiness by being transferred to an insane 
asylum. Hickerson has beautified his cell, 
No. 60, second tier murderers’ row, with 
pencil aad ink sketches, which, although 
scarcely suitable for a parlor, are certainly 
original and well finished. : “1’ll give one of 
my drawings away,“ said Hickerson to a re- 
porter yesterday, but I wouldn't part with 
any of my pets for anything. 
My best pet was my mouse,but it cot sick and 
died. When the bugs in my brain annoyed 
me onadark day my mouse would always 
make me feel good.“ 

“What did you do with the roaches?” 

caught forty large roaches and intended 
to train them into an army and drill them 
just like soldiers are drilled, but the work 
was tootedious. I could do it if I wanted to 
lose the time, and so could anybody, but 
it is slow work, and you 
must show them each what you want them to 
do nearly a bundred times. They ain't as 
smart as mice. I had no trouble with my 
mouse at all, but after I worked with the 
roaches for two days I saw I would not have 
time to draw or write or walk, and so I 
thought I would give the army up.“

If you try you'll scare 

them away and they'll never come back. I 

must let them alone now, but after I feed 

them very often, maybe they can be trained. 

1 don’t know. I think I can train and tame 

anything. I used to have a ’possum, a coon, 

a weasel, a fox and dogs and chickens, and 1 

trained them to do whatever I wanted them 

todo. If you just keep on showing an ele- 

phant what you want him to do he’li do it for 
you.“ 

A medical commission of three experts 
having pronounced Hickerson insane, the 
charge of murder has been continued 
generally and an order of release served on 
the Jailer and Deputy Sheriff, who turned 
the prisoner over tothe police and they to 
the Health Commissioner. who is now delib- 
erating as to whether it would not be more 
proper to send Hickerson to the criminal de- 
pariment of the State Insane Asylum than to 
confine him in this city.

Across the rotunda of the State Capitol at 
Jefferson City, directly opposite the Treasury, 
3 the office of the State Superintendent of 
Public Schools. It consists of a large re- 
eption and busjhess room, connecting with a 
sort of dry go box, dignified with the title 
of private office. The rooms occupied by the 


Puperlintendent are the cosiest, handsomest 


and most inviting of any within the building. 
The northern wall of the reception 
room resembles a retail book-store, 
as a complete. set of shelves occupy 
the walls and are covered with the latest 
text-books, forwarded to the Superintendent 
py the army of publishing houses for his in- 
spectlon. The chief clerk’s desk occupies a 
position in the center of the room, and pen- 
dant from the ceiling is usually a basket of 
myrtle, while bouquets of flowers in season 
may be found upon the desks and window 
sills. All these little evidences of refinement 
emanate fromthe fact that the present Su- 
perintendent spends a great deal of his leis- 
ure time in the cultivation of a flower garden, 
to Which he ia devotedly attached. The con- 
ctitution Geeclares that the supervsioin 
of instruction in the public schools of 
this. State is vested in a Board 
of Education, consisting of the 
Governor, the Secretary of State, the 
Attorney-General and the Superintendent of 
Public Schools, the last named being presi- 
dent of the board, but as a matter of fact 
the supervision devolves entirely upon the 
Superintendert, and the board generally 
meets to set apart the school fund, but other - 
wise pays little attention to the conduct of 
the oflice, unless appealed to.

or Treasurers, Boards of Education, 
or other school officers, Recorders 
aud Treasurers of cities, towns and villages, 
copies of all records by them reduired to be 
made, and all such other information in re- 
lation to the funds and condition of schools, 
and the management thereof, as may be 
deemed important, in distributing copies of 
the school law and all the blanks required to 
be used by the county officers and schools of 
tue State. He is further required to annually 
spend five days in each Congress ional district 
conferring with the boards of education and 
other school officers, counseling teachers,

THE REGISTER AND STAFF. ' * 
Col. Robert McCulloch, the Register of 
Lands, is in many respects a remarkable man. 
He is of medium height, dark complexion, 
large gray eyes, an immense gray mustache 
and overhanging eyebrows. In brief, he looks 


rn in Albemarle county, Va., November 20, 
1820, and was educated in a private school by 
Prof. Koyner. In 1835 he came to r 
county with his parents and engaged in farm 
labor. During the great El Dorado fever of 
1849 he went to California and remained three 
ears. When the war commenced he prompt- 
raised acompapy and reported to Gov. 
laib. Jackson at Jefferson City. 
At the organization of the First 
Missouri Cavalry he was elected 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and at the organization of 
the Missouri troops he was elected Colonel of 
the Second Missouri Cavalry, C. S. A. At the 
battle of Corinth he commanded the famous 
McCullough brigade, that made a remarkable 
record of bravery, Afterwards Col. McCul- 
loch served with the brigade in the com- 
mand of Gens. Chalmers, Armstrong and 
W. H. Jackson, and during the last eighteen 
months of the war he served under Gen. For- 
rest. He participated in all the famous bat- 
tles, and was twice severel¥ wounded. When 
the war closed Col. McCulloch reiurned to 
Cooper county and resumed his farming. In 
1878 he was elected Sheriff of the counts, and 
in 1880 he secured the nomination for Regis- 
ter of Lands. The knowing politicians 
smiled and nudged each other 
when they saw “Old Bob McCulloch” plod- 
ding over the State with a pa’r of saddle- 
bags,“ his broad-brimmed white hat over- 
shadowing his sun-browned face. They 
smiled on the other side of their mouths 
when the saddle-bags and white hat went into 
the convention with a rebel yell and came out 
of it with the chestnuts. Co!. McCulloch is 
always uncommunicative, never laughs, al- 
ways looks severe and fordidding, but will 
divide his last dollar with a friend. He is 
sensitive in the extreme, and is inclined to 
Imagine sllehts where none were intended. 
He is singularly warm-hearted and generous, 
but a perfect Indian in storing up wrath 
againstan enemy. The people who know Col. 
McCulloch prefer to have his friendship

opposite of Col. McCulloch in character. Pre- 
eminently a man ef peace, he is alwavs bubbl- 
ing over with humor and gentality. He is a 
perfect sunbeam of good nature—if a sun- 
beam can be imagined to weigh 240 pounds— 
and has a cheerful word for everybody. Mr. 
Hobbs is a gentleman of large and portly fig- 
ure, fair complexion, black hair, black eyes 
and biack imperial. He came to the capital 
trom Independence, Mo., during Gov. Har- 
din’s administration, in 1874, as Chief Clerk of 
the House of Representatives, serving with 
distinguished ability. When Jas. E. McHenry 
was elected ister in 1876, Mr. Hobbs re- 
ceived the appointment as chief clerk,and has 
held through three administrations of that 
office. He is thoroughly familiar with 
the documents, maps and records 
of the land office and is simply indispensable. 
At home he is exceedingly hospitable and 
always has a number of visitors.

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—There is at last a 
compromise in view in.regard to the White 
House. The Senate has passed a bill providing 
9300, 000 for building an extension to the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion which will take two years to 
complete, but which will not interfere with'the 
occupancy of the house during that time. 
Mr. Saulsbury, of Delaware, opposed it on the 
ground that its present disadvantages would 
not preveat any member of the Senate from 
occupying it, or about ten thousand men in 
this country either. As Mr. Sauisbury’s 
boast for years has been that he was the only 
man in either house of Congress who did not 
‘fully expect to bestruck by Presidential 
lightning, his objections have no great forces. 
It is not exactly clear whether there was any 
necessity of enlarging the house of 
representatives or not. The objection always 
made to it was not that it was too small, 
but that it was not fine enough. It will be 
exactly in accordance with the extravagance 
of American taste to bulld an addition to the 
quaint and stately yet plain old house, in the 
highest style of Yankee Renaissance architec- 
ture, and lavish all kinds of meretricious 
finery upon it, but a determined fight will 
be made by the community of taste to save it 
as far as possible from the vandalism of un- 
wise alteration and addition. The outside 
ougbt, in all justice and sentiment, to remain 
whitewashed asit nowis. That is the cause 
of its name—the White House. The moment- 
ous question of whetherjthe President will or 
will not go to the cottage at the Soldiers’ 
Home, is still deeply agitating Washington 
society. It is suspected that there was 
a little bit of hitch in the arrange- 
ment, owing tothe custom of the President 


always waiting for a formal invitation from 
the Governor avd committee of the Home 
before going out, but it is said that the invi- 
tation was sent some weeks ago. Dark and 
unauthorized rumors have gone forth in re- 
gard to sheets and towels having been sent 
there from the White House, and that the 
President, laying aside his usual reticence, 
has hinted to his Cabinet that he will probab- 
ly go out in the latter part of the month, but 
the mystery that invoives all of the Presi- 
dent’s plans seems darker and deeper than 
usual in this case, It is customary, when the 
President is there, for him to come in town 
twice a week for the Cal inet meetings. To- 
dav he has gone over to Baltimore to attend 
the Grand Army encampment. Fortunately 
for him and for the Vice President 
the thermometer came down from its wild 
flight among the nineties, and is perched for 
the present among the seventies. 

The heat during the last week was simply 
appalling. Stuck down, as Washington is, in 
a little gully washed out by the Potomac, it 
is bound to be hotter than Tophet, and it is. 
The Vice-President, or as the New York 
papers superciiiousiy call ‘him, Acting Vice- 
President Davis, just wilted under it. At 
intervals he was seen in remote corners of 
the Capitol with his capaqous vest unbuiton- 
ed, a palm leaf fan in bis right hand anda 
bandanna handsgerchief, like the Loited 
States flag, in bis left, the picture of misery. 
The President stood it better. He, too, ap- 
peared in a white vest, only a trifle smaller 
than Mr. Davis’, witha loose sack coat on, 
and occasionally took out of his pocket a 
folding fan such as ladies alone use. 
If there is anything in which the 
President deserves unqualified admiration 
it is for his clothes. They are dreams of 
beauty. His dress coats are chefs d’@uvres 
of the tailor’s art—their fit, their style are 
something regal. The Prince of Wales, with 
the traditions of George the Fourth, to back 
him up,can’t excel-them. And his stockings, 
oh, his stockings! Embroidered silk in del- 
ieate shades,moontight on the lake, sunset on 
the river—every fancy that can be imag- 
ined.

„ Dahlonega Letter to Atlanta Constitution. 

Dahlonega is one of the most interesting 
towns in Georgia. It is 2. 389 feet above the 
level of the sea, or over 1,200 feet higher than 
Atlanta. It is situated in the midst of moun- 
tains, and from one of its hills peak after peak 
and range after range can be seen peeping in 
the distance or capped with overhanging 
vapors. “I have never seen such a view in 
Europe or America,” said Prof. Joe Le Conte 
years ago to Prof. Singleton, as he stood 
on the old mint and lovked around upon the 
outlying bills that rose and fell on 
the billows of an ocean crested 
here and there with bits of cloud. As soon 
as the railroad is finished, there will bea 
rash of sight-seers to this oid town that, hid- 
den away in the mountains for forty yeara, 
has been to the people of Georgia more a tra- 
dition than a reality. Col. Price informed me 
that he bad arranged with a Philadelphia 
friend, who would build a tirst-c'ass hotel in 
time for the first railroad train. A new and 
delightful field for sight-seers will then be 
opened to our people. ‘he two hotels now 
here are famous, one having been owned by 
Mrs. Choice, who bought the “‘truck’’ that 
was peddied about the streets by Jue Brown, 
and the other belonging to Harrison Riles, 
one of the most remarkable men North 
Georgia ever produced. 

Dahlonega is essentially a mining town, 
though not in the older sense. In 1850 it was 
the recdeZzvous for swarms of adventurers, 
that with a pick-axe and a pistol “* swind!ed”’ 
among the hills. It is now the trading point 
of rich companies of capitalists, who work the 
mines with as much system as they would run 
a dairv or manage a Jace factory. The miners 
who are seen on the square now are bronzed, 
intellizent fellows, driving fat, powerfut 
horses to easy wagons, in which their wives 
and children are usually to be seen. The trade 
in gold is not as large as might be supposed. 
Many of the companies have direct agents 
to whom the bulk of their produc* is sent. 
and there is much less of the few penny- 
weights boughi in by small miners than form- 
erly. The general trade of the town is good, 
as it is the centre of a large territory without 
a town of like size. Mr. A. G. Wimpy, an 
admirable man, has accumul!ated a fortune of 
euere $50,000 here and has, with his excel- 
ent wite, given away in charities almost as 
much. Mr. Frank W. Uall has made a for- 
tune in afew years as a merchant and con- 
tractor, and the Burnsides and ex- Senator 
McAfee do 4 good business. Mr. R. H. Baker, 
one of the rising young men of the upper part 
of tue State, is the Mayor of the town, and 
predicts @reat things as soon as the railroad 
is opened and access is easy to the incompar- 
able scenery and climate. 


Michael Davitt, Agitator. 
New York Letter to Cincingati Enquirer. 

Michael Davitt was the son or & Cel 
farmer. While yet a boy he was driven to 
seek employment in Eugland. Laboring there 
inan humbie position, an accident deprived 
him of one of his arms. He subsequently 
became involved in a movement walch an 
Hoglish jury considered treasonable, and he 
was sent to penal servitude. Thus he became 
known as a mau who had suffered at the 
hands of the British Government, and when 
liberated on a ticket-of-leave he 
jumped at once into the foremost 
ranks of Irish idols. Men who took the 
trouble to watch his actions thought that his 
position was a temporary one and that he 
would be heard from no more, but Davitt 
soon proved that he possessed abilities far 
above the level of unreasoning enthusiasm. 
While in prison he saw that if anything was 
to be done to promote the well-being of his 
country it must be by the accomplishment of 
something which had hitherto seemed hope- 
less. Ile set himself tothe taskof uniting 
the people of Ireland, Protestant and Cath- 
olic, by strictly constitutional methods. 
and the fact that he succeeded is now a mat- 
tet of history. The League which he organ- 
ized has. withstood the test of . coercion. 
Irishmen of less force of character would 
have used the first hour of freedom to hint at 
preparations for armed revolt, which from 
time immemorial has belped to make Irish 
patriots ridicuious. Dayitt, in his Liver- 
pool speech, proved to unprejudiced Eugltsh- 
men that he had none of the wild spirit of 
revenge, and tbat he was capable of forming 
a scheme for Irish pacification which, how- 
ever woprecedented, Was at least worthy of 
respect. ,

_ PRETTIEST OF THREE. 


Nearly sixty years ago there died in Upper 
Hungary an eccentric old Judge who had in- 
vented a very singular means of getting him- 
1 about for a long time after his 

He had three nleces— Hermine, Josephine 
and Azres—all of whom during his lifetime 
were celebrated throughout the country for 
their beauty. Each of them often weat to 
see her uncle. and invariably terminated her 
Visit with this question: 

„Well, dear uncle, if you ever die, won't 
you leave me your great bie house?” 

“Certainly, my ttle dariiag, you may be 
sure of that!” the uncle not less invanably 
replied to each of the three who put the 
question; and he laughed in his sleeve at

NAVAL SATRAPS. 


Why the Young Ohio Cadet, Finley, 
Killed Himself. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

A corfespondent from Annapolis writes to 
the Times that there is strong feeling among 
Naval cadets over the suicide of Cadet Fin- 
ley, of Ohio. Finley betonged to the class of 
1880, and was just finishing up his final exame 
inations. His class went through the usual 
routine of four years’ study in the Academy, 


and then two years at sea. They have just 


returned from a voyage around the Euro- 
pean ports, and completed their last examina- 
tion. The subjects included in the final ex- 
aminations are naval tactics, seamanship, gun- 
nery, theory of navigation, practical naviga- 
tion and Freoch. Cadet Finley was subject 
to fits of despondency, and threatened more 
than once 3 ro take his life, being 
tearful that he wouid not be able to pass the 
severe examination, and dreading the conse- 
quent disgrace. When he reached Aunapolis 
after the cruise he did very well witb the ex- 
amination till he reached the subject of gune 
nery,in which he was badly deficient. He 
was engaged to be married, and was very 
much afraid of Having to re- 
burn to his home and sweetheart in Bu- 
cyrus, Ohio, without being a full-iledged 
navai officer. The following account of the 
tragic incident, which it will be seen differs 
materially from the “‘official’’ statement tele- 
graphed from here yesterday, was given this 
morning by one of Finley’s classmates, a 
young gentleman who has just finished the 
examinations with credit to himself, and 
whose manner and bearing convinces that he 
would scorn to give any but what he consid- 
ered an absolutely truthful account: 

“Our class strongly believe,” said this 
cadet, that Capt. Ramsay is morally re- 
sponsible for poor Finley’s death. The final 
examinations this year have been unusually 
severe—much harder than they have ever 
been known before. Finley was always fear- 
ful of the ordeal, but we did all we could to 
cheer him up. Gunnery was too much for 
him, and he threw up that subject entirely 
and took a zero. This discouraged him 
greatly, and in one of his bad 
moods he sat down and wrote bis 
resignation and sent it to the Superintendent. 
He told me afterward that after he had sent 
the resignation he received letters from home, 
from his parents and his sweetheart, that 
cheered him up and gave him new heart. 
Under this inspiration be went to Capt. Ram- 
say and asked leave to withdraw his resigna- 
tion. Capt. Ramsay replied, he told me, that 
he might withdraw bis resignation, but that 
he would in that case give him a zero in one 
or more of his studies, and recommend his 
dismissal from the Academy. Finley then told 
him that of course he would let the resigna- 
tion stand.“ 

An undertow of dissatisfaction with the 
management of the Academy, running slow 
but deep, is sure to bring troubleif it is not 
remedied. The dissatisfaction which no offi- 
cer or cadet attached to the Naval Academy 
will express openly is with no less a person 
than the Superintendent, the grand master 
and absolute ruler of the whole piace. Capt. 
Ramsay, now Superintendent, was one of 
the early friends of Miss Herndon, who after- 
ward became Mrs. Arthur, and is one 
of the men who are to be “looked 
after“ by the President. He is one of Presi- 
dent Arthur’s intimate friends, and owes his 
present position entirely to his acquaintance, 
His appointment made a good deal of stir in 
naval circles. He is the lowest officer in 
rank who has ever held this important po- 
sition. Upto the breaking out of the civil 
war a Captaincy was the highest position in 
the navy, and fully equal to the present po- 
sition of a Commodore.

SIBERIAN EXILES. 


The Terrible Lives They Lead — An 
American at Irkutsk. 
Yakutsk Correspondence New York Herala. 

Ido not know how many exiled criminals 
Irkutsk has the honor of harboring within 
fer walls, but I should say at least a fifth 
part of the whole population belong to this 
category. Itis generally assumed by writers 
on Siberia that the proportion of political to 
criminal exiles is about one in ten, and there 
are 279 politicals at the present time in Ir- 
kutsk, all, like most of the criminals, living 
in freedom in the city, but kept in siriet po- 
lice surveillance. I do not care to go into 
the statistics of exiles in Siberia at ali, I am 
not sent here for that purpose, bu J am in- 
clined to call attention to the very absurd 
statements made by an Eaglish clergyman 
Mr. Landseil, in his recently pub ished 
work entitied “Through Siberia.” He asserts 
thatin 1880 only eighty political pr isoners 
were sent to Siberia. nis on the 
face of it is a preposterous statement, for the 
banished Ninilists are nearly ail classed as 
politicais, and their number is very large. 
Of the 279 political prisoners in Irkutsk I 
should say that two-thirds of that number 
are Poles, who have grown gray in exile, and 
in most cases have become established in 
trade or have some useful occupation. The 
Poles are the “gentlemen”? among the exiles: 
they are the most cultivated men in the 
country, and are deserving of all sympathy. 
Groups of them may be met at dinner or sup- 
per every day at the hotel where I stayed, fine 
specimens of their race, but grown old and 
weary, despairing of ever being able to get 
back totheir own country, not for lack of 
permission, but the necessary means 
of transport. They are dreamers 
still, these aged patriots, dreaming 
over a grand future for Poland, but helpiess 
as children in rendering any assistance to 
gain that end. It seems a terribly crue! thing 
to have done with these men, to have wrest- 
ed them from the country and home they 
loved and fought gallantiy for, and to- have 
condemned. them to this more than useless 
life in the Siberian wastes. No one can grasp 
the terrible meauing of exilation to Siberia 
unless he has seen these men, grown old and 
desolate in this far-off piace, their poor de- 
crepid bodies thousands of miles away from 
the place where they have left heart and 
soul. { wou'd curse heaven and humanity 
were I condemued to live forever in this 
soulless country, away from all tuat is beau- 
tiful and good and healthy in the world, 
away from the life where tenderness and love 
reign sweetly over hearth and home. And 
there is no escape ‘from this land made heli 
for humanity except pardon, tardily granted, 
or, more frequently, death and a grave that 
is frozen ail tne year round. These thoughts 
arise when 1 think of the fate of the 
Polish exties still here. For the ordinary 
criminais I have no sympathy, vor yet for the 


try, however wretched, yet capable of any 
future at all, should be burdened with their 
presence. Ofthe former droves may be seen 
un the roads every iday; of the latter large 
numbers are constantly arriving. On the 6th 
of March the notorious Dr. Weimar, who was 
implicated inthe Nibilistic attempts on the 
late Emperor’s life, passed through Irkutsk 
on his way to some place still further re- 
moved fromthe worid, but his destination I 
did not learn, but probabiy somewhere in the 
Amur province, where he will be enabled to 
make interesting studies in the villages filled 
with diseased and rotting humanity. 

One of the moat interesting exiles [ met in 
Irkutsk was, as you may be surovrised to 
learn, an @American, but a voluntary one. 
an American dentist, Dr. Ledyard, who, with 
his wife and child, arrived only a month or 
two ago from China, intending to make 
a home and a fortune for himself in 
Eastern Siberia. But I am afraid the doc- 
tor will not stay long en the Angara, hay- 
ing inherited too irrepressible a desire to 
travel from his ancestors to think of sejtimg 
anywhere for a long time together. Dr. Led 
yard, who hails from the Pacific Slope (San 
Jose, I think). is the grandson of one of 
Capt. Gook’s officers, John Ledyard, who had 
the most romantic enthusiasm for adventure 
ofany man of his time. He conceived the 
project of traveling across Kurope, Asia and 
America as far as possible on foot, and to this 
end set out from London. with some $250 in 
his pocket. He reached Yuku'sk, where he 
met Capt. Billings, an Eaglishman, who, af- 
ter sailing with Cook, was employed by ihe 
Empress Catherine II. to make discoveries 
on the northeast erast of Siberia and among 


to the American coast. At Yakulsk, bow- 
ever, Ledyard was arrested on suspicion of 
veing a French soy, and was sent back under 
escort to Europe. Afterward he 
was commissioned by the London 
Geographical Society to make ex 
plorations in Africa. Dr. Ledyard, his de: 
ecendant, is an inveterate wanderer, o, aud 1 
trust that before hejléaves Eastern Siberia be 
will make the journey up the Lena, as i 
have just done, to Yakutsk, and make 
a special study of the wonderful teeth 
of the Yakuts he will see along the road, 
and tell the world the reason why this abo- 
riginal race can boast of the most beautiful 
teeth in all the wide world. Tnree hundred 
versts from Lakutsk I have seen old men of 
sixty and seventy with sets of teeth smalland 
pearly white and polished and healthy as 
those of the bhandsomest American gir! of 
sixteen. Decay and suffering and unsightli- 
ness and loss are actually unknown. A pky- 
sician of Yakutsk tells me that he believes 
the reason of this phenomenon is to be found 
in the habits and the kind of food ea;en by 
the natives, as well as to a certain csre 
taken by them from childhood up. 
In the first place, the Yakuts do not 
touch sugar in any for 
the simple reason that

Althongh we are assured in both eng and 
story that this is the land of the free and the 
home of the brave, and although the Decla- 
ration of Independence has declared that all 
ot us are born equal, the fact remains that 
there is a great deal of aristecracy ia this 
country, and more thaaa great deal in this 
quiet and peaceable city of St. Louis. And 
by the word arjstocraey is not meant our 
natural and native upper classes, which 
can proudly point. back through a diz- 
zy maze of three generations and ex- 
hibit escutcheons beautified with the very 
jatest fashionable devices in heraldry, but 
the effete European variety $f the article, 
which is represented in St. Louts by some 
three dozen representatives, all of whom: 
have the right te describe themselves with 
sundry ancient and honorable titles. Of 
these the German eontingent of the popu]a- 
tion furnish by far the largest proportion, 
probably because the German nobility has 
gone. to seed more thoroughly than 
of any ether country,’ ex- 
cept, of course, Spain. The following 


gentlemen are more or less widely known 
about town, and young American ladies with 
large bauk accounts are notified that the 
majority of these noble gentlemen are single 
and open to reason. 

Any account of the German nobility of St. 
Louis which did not begin with a notice of 
Michael Michaelovitz would be altogether im- 
perfect, for the reason that he is not a noble 
and not a German, and yet he ought 
to bave been both He is a. Weil- 
mannered, fine-looking adventurer, who 
has been a soldier of fortune and is nowa 
salesman of Diamond Ink.” A lieutenant 
inthe Austrian army, his debts were twice 
paid by the colonel snd officers without effect- 
ing a reformation. The debts grew again, and 
he applied to the Emperor to pay them for 
him. The success of this idea was not as 
great as ite innate brilliancy would have led 
one toexpect. Francis Joseph declined the 
proposition with thanks and Michaelovitz had 
to resign. He took part in the 
Polish insurrection of 1862, and after- 
wards followed Maximilian to Mexico. When 
that failed he went back to Austria and went 
on an expedition to Palestine. At Wiesbaden 
the Countess Ruediger, a Russian noblewo- 
man of great wealth, fell most violentiy in 
jove with him, and there came near beine in- 
ternationa! complications over the affair. 
Michaelovitz came to America again and has 
since, with occasional visits to ovber towns, 
been conceded to be the handsomest gentle- 
man in the German colony in St. Louis. 

The Count Victor Von Schindier, at present 
employed in Mejor Suter’s office. 
United States Engineer Corps, is connected 
with the oldest families of the Austrian Em- 
pire, and is himself the head of a historic 
house. He is a very quiet, unassuming gen- 
tleman, always nattily dressed, and perfectly 
tatisfied with his repubiican environment. 
lie was one of the personal aid-de-Amps 
of the Emperor of Austria, and the R pre- 
sentative of Maximitian on the staff fof 
Bazaine. He is the nephew of the Prince 
Sulkowski, Duke of Bielitz. : 

The Baron.von Luttichon-Hartitsch is not 
in St Louis vow, having settled down in 
Florida and gone into the cultivation of 
oranges. [le married a daughter of Con- 
federate Genoral Early. Luttichon is 
the heir of a very old and wealthy Saxon fam- 
ily, his personal estate being at present ina 
state of sequestration, which will terminate 
in a few years, and permit him to blaze again 
at Monaco and Nice. le is a particularly 
handsome gentieman, and was covered with 
decorations for his gallant services during 
the Franco-Prussian war. 

The Baron yon Willich, until very lately 
editor of the German comic paper Die 
Laterne, is not alone the representative of a 
very oldfamily, but a near relative of the 
Queen of Engiand, his first cousin having 
married the Prince of Teck. Baron Willich 
bears upon his burly form the marks of more 
duels than any ex-German student in St. 
Louis. Dr. Hugo v. Starkloff is a baron 
from Wurtemberg,his family being one of the 
most distinguished in that kingdom. 
Literature seems to be a favorite 
pursuit. with the German aristocracy, 
the Baron von Katzeler being one of the* 
hardest working and the most gevtlemaniy 
German reporters in the city. He is at pres- 
ent on the Amerika, which paper has the 


in the shape of Col. Albert, a distinguished 
Austrian officer, who served with credit at 
Villagos and other strick- 
en flelda, and Who was named 
Agha Pasha bythe Sultan. He translates 
the telegraph for the Amerika. 

The Count Alberti has left St. Louis. He 
worked in a railroad. office here, and made 
many pretensions on account of his exalted 
rank, but it is not believed that he was a 
genuine article, 

The Baron von Bechtolsheim belonged to 
one of the most ancient and henorable families 
in Austria, which empire he represented 
here. His recent exploit will be remember- 
ed, his boyhood he was a playmate of the 
Emvress Elizabeth. He is the nephew of the 
celebrated H. v. Gagern, and bis brother is 
now a general in the Austrian army and the 
personal friend of the Emperor. a 

The Baron Guido von Schinke is a lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Saxon Regiment of Sharp- 
shooters, at present in America on two years’ 
‘eave of absence. He is employed as a drafts- 
nian in the Water Commissioner’s office. 

The only Swedish nobleman known to be in 
St. Louis is the Count de Vergnitz, a very 
quiet and unassuming gentieman, Who spends 
his time entirely in the reading-room of the 
Mercantile Library. His family is of histori- 
cal reputation, and he himself was a distin- 
cuished officer in the Swedish navy. He left 
his native country in consequence of a duel 
Which was fought at four paces, with the 
Captain commanding the vessel in which he 
Was terving as a Lieutenant. The Captain 
was killed, and Vergnitz was obliged to fly 
f — country, although a court-martial acquit- 
ead him,- 

The French aristocracy is represented here 
by two gentlemen, the Baron de Viomeni! 
and the Buron de Scissey. Both live together 
in the northern part of the city and seem to 
Make absolutely no acquaintances. 

Sir Charles Ashley, who was palpably 
bogus, will be remembered by our English 
friends as the last English noble who turned 
up in this city. The Trish, however, are bet- 
‘er represented, to say nothing of one or two 
families which claim an absurdly ancient de- 
Edward O'Sullivan, Earl of Bear and 
Bantry by the creation of Henry VIII., has 
been living bere for the past ten years. 
This young gentleman, Who is a dry goods

title. It seems that the estates of the earl-

Comparison of Prices of Meats, Grocer- 
les, P otatoes, Etc., With Last 
June. 


If there is one subject that interests the av - 
erage man, and comes home with more force 
than any other, it is the cost of household 
necessities, and an increase in the cost of the 
same carries with it an anxiety that very sel- 
dom is relieved until the articles are 
reduced to the normal state. It has 
been the subject of remark for some 
time past that this season has witnessed an 
intrease that seems scarcely justified by the 
It is an old business 
axiom that when business: is very brisk, 


| when a great demand exists for all manner of 


articles, there will be an increase in the 
cost ofthe same. Andso on the contrary 
when business is dull, and when the demand 
falls off, the prices are decreased. But a 
seeming contradiction has existed for all of 
this spring, and atthe present time there is 


hardly a probable chance for an immediate 


change. While business is quoted as duil by 
all merchants, the cost of every day com- 
modities, when taken as a whole, 
is higher than it has been for some 
years past. Especially is this noticeable in 
THE COST OF MEATS. | 

The fact that last year the price of feed was 
very high naturaliy increased the price of 
ca'tle somewhat; and, once established, the 
prices have shown no signs of a 
decrease. A Post-DISPATCH reporter took 
the pains to make a tour of the 
markets, and presents the followiug 
as a pricelist of what is paid in the —— 
down town markets, together with the

At the up-town markets the prices are 
somewhat higher, and dt the meat-shops the 
prices are considerably higher. It is observed 
that the prices of meat are not lower io 
St. Louis to-day than they are in the great 
Eastern cities, although this city is in the 
midst of the cattle-producing district. This 
fact is explained when it is remembered that 
the Meat Canning Companies are making 
such determined efforts to introduce their 
product into the Eastern markets. 

Then there is that bete noir of all men— 
house rent. It will de remembered that 
about a year ago 10 per cent was added to 
house rents all over the city. While the 
real estate agents claim that they are 
reducing rents, the fact remains that it is just 
as hard to get a house at a reasonabie figure 
as it ever was. One result of the dull séason 
is the constantly increasing demand for smal! 
houses. There are but few calls for 
nouses renting for over $75 per 
month, and people who are desirous 
of moving at all are seeking houses where the 
rent ranges from $25 to $50 per month. 

In the matter of croceries there is not that 
great difference in cost, for the prices of cof- 
fees and sugarsare the same as they were, 
but some articles are higher. The following 
list will explain itself:
